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Devastation for staff 
at ‘The Local’ as they 
lose jobs just nine 
days before Christmas 


WITH Christmas 
fast approaching, 
the staff of ‘The 
Local’, a popular 
Barry off-licence, 
are devastated to 
have been told they 
are being made 
redundant. 

At any time of year 
being faced with redun¬ 
dancy is distressing, but 
when The GEM spoke to 
manager Alan Peterson 
he said: “It’s particularly 
horrible to face losing 
your job at this time of 
year.” 

For Alan and the six 
other members of staff, 
it is a bitter pill to swal¬ 
low, because earlier in 
the year when they 
expressed concerns 
about their future, they 
say the message came 
back, ‘we value you, 
hold in there’. 

Alan explained: “It is 
so disappointing, 
because the branch here 
is thriving - we get 
between 1,200 and 1,400 
callers a week from all 
over Barry. 

“We are one of 11 
Welsh shops that were 
given a final day of 
December 16, and on 
that day 380 shops in the 
Threshers group will 
close nationwide. 

“All seven members 
of staff need to find a 
job as soon as possible,

because all we get is 
basic redundancy. 

“Among the staff, we 
have a 20-year-old 
female student, four peo¬ 
ple in their 30s and 40s, 
and two aged 60. 

“Four of the members 
of staff have 82 years 
service for the company, 
and we’re really unhap¬ 
py and sick about what’s 
happened. 

“Since some of our 
customers have found 
out, they’ve been bring¬ 
ing in cards of apprecia¬ 
tion for the service 
we’ve given over the 


years. 

Situated on St 
Nicholas Road with a 
convenient car park, The 
Local was the ideal 
place for many people in 
the town to stop off on 
the way home to select a 
bottle of wine for the 
evening or weekend. 

Alan, who is well 
known in the town as the 
president of the Sea 
View Lads Angling 
Club, said: “The build¬ 
ing has something of a 
history, being the first 
purpose-built store in the 
Vale of Glamorgan.

“It used to serve peo¬ 
ple on the barges and 
boats that tied up near 
The Ship.” 

It became a bottling 
brewery after the Second 
World War, and was then 
taken over by a succes¬ 
sion of off-licence 
groups, including the 
Arthur Cooper off 
licence chain, Roberts 
and Cooper, the Peter 
Dominic family and, 
finally, Threshers. 

Stock is now being 
heavily discounted, to 
clear the shelves before 
the store finally shuts its 
doors in mid-December. 

Alan added: “Because 
of the location of the 
building, I don’t think it 
will take long for some¬ 
one to take it over. 

“If it was 20 years 
ago, I would have been 
tempted to take it over 
myself, but in this eco¬ 
nomic climate it seems 
too much of a risk.”

BARRY TEST CENTRE IS 
EARMARKED TO CLOSE 

‘Outrageous decision’ stuns Vale 


BARRY Driving 
Test Centre - the 
only centre of its 
kind in the Vale - 
will close on 
March 26 next 
year. 

The news will come 
as a bitter disappoint¬ 
ment to driving instruc¬ 
tors and learner drivers 
in Barry and the Vale, 
who will now have to 
travel to either Cardiff or 
Bridgend for practice 
sessions on local streets, 
and to take the test itself. 

Politicians were quick 
to express their disap¬ 
pointment at the 
announcement by the 
Driving Standards 
Authority. 

The Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, told 
The GEM: “I was 
extremely disappointed 
to receive a letter from 
Paul Clark, the 
Parliamentary 
Undersecretary of State, 
with ministerial respon¬ 
sibility for the DSA, 
confirming that the clo¬ 
sure will go ahead. 

“I do not believe that 
closing the centre is the 
right decision and I 
repeat what I said in my 
earlier representations 
against this closure. 

“As the largest town 
in Wales, Barry needs its 
own test centre. 

“We know that 
reliance on a Cardiff 
Test Centre would be 
costly for test centre 
candidates, as well as 
local driving instructors. 

“Furthermore, at a 
time of economic down¬ 


turn, it is vital that we 
support our young peo¬ 
ple in acquiring skills, 
such as driving compe¬ 
tence, which will 
enhance their employa¬ 
bility.” 

She added: “I will, 
therefore, be making fur¬ 
ther representations, 
including writing to the 
Minister to request that 
he visits Barry to discuss 
this issue further.” 

Regional Assembly 
Member Andrew RT 
Davies pointed out: 

“This news adds an 
additional burden and 
expense on learner driv¬ 
ers, who already face 
high car insurance bills, 
together with expensive 
lessons and rocketing 
petrol prices. 

“It is also a disap¬ 
pointment for the town 
of Barry, which has lost 
a well-used public facili¬ 
ty-” 

Coun Gwyn John, 
who represents Llantwit 
Major on the Vale 
Council, said: “This will 
mean that people in 
Llantwit and the sur¬ 
rounding villages, who 
are taking tests, are like¬ 
ly to have longer waits 
and face greater 
expense. 

“It is outrageous - 
particularly when you 
think that there is a pop¬ 
ulation of 121,000 peo¬ 
ple in the Vale.” 

Coun John said anoth¬ 
er reason the decision 
was mystifying was 
because he understood 
the Vale Council had 
been attempting to find 
an alternative location 
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• Full range of Building Equipment 
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• Power Tool sales 
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for the driving test cen¬ 
tre. 

Local councillor Chris 
Elmore said he was dis¬ 
appointed with the way 
the DSA had spumed 
offers of alternative 
locations. 

“The Vale Council 
offered two sites within 
Barry and I had been in 
discussions with the 
Business Centre in Barry 
about an alternative site, 
and all this has so far 
been ignored by the 
DSA. I hope that even 
at this late stage, the 
DSA will accept to sit 
around the table with the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council and others who 
want to help the DSA 
retain this vital service 
for Barry and the Vale of 
Glamorgan.” 

In October, The GEM 
reported that the Driving 
Standards Agency (DSA) 
had an option to break 
from the lease on the 
building in Barry’s Dock 
View Road in January 
2010, and that it intended 
to take it. 

A DSA spokesman 


said at the time: “ While 
the lease at Barry does 
not expire until 
December 2015, the 
forthcoming option to 
break the tenancy lease 
in January 2010 has pro¬ 
vided the agency with the 
opportunity to review its 
service provision. 

“The nearest alterna¬ 
tive centre to Barry is 
located at Cardiff, which, 
at a distance of approxi¬ 
mately 7.7 miles, is with¬ 
in the 20-mile travel dis¬ 
tance criterion applica¬ 
ble to the area. 

“In addition to 
Cardiff, another alterna¬ 
tive within the travel dis¬ 
tance criteria is 
Bridgend, located 
approximately 18.5 miles 
from Barry. 

“Operationally, these 
centres meet the agency’s 
requirements in terms of 
test routes and customer 
and staff facilities, and 
have the spare capacity 
to absorb demand from 
Barry, without compro¬ 
mising waiting time serv¬ 
ice targets. ”

COUNCILS AND THE 
BALANCE OF POWER 


W ITH refer¬ 
ence to Mr 
Dennis 
Harkus’ letter in 
last week’s GEM 
headed ‘So why 
have councillors?’, 

I think he misses 
the point a little. 

The fault lies in the 
way councils are organ¬ 
ised and the way coun¬ 
cillors use their powers. 

The present adminis¬ 
tration of the Vale 
Council has an overall 
majority, numerically - 
which means that what¬ 
ever decisions they 
make, the opposition 
simply does not have the 
voting numbers to 
revoke those decisions. 
When the council had 


a coalition administra¬ 
tion of Labour, Plaid and 
Independents, decisions 
could only be made if all 
the coalition members 
agreed. This happened 
with the Cemetery Road 
proposals. 

Members were aware 
of the deep dislike of 
these proposals among 
many of their con¬ 
stituents, but also many 
members themselves had 
misgivings about the 
scheme... and planning 
permission for building 
on the site was refused. 

If the coalition were 
still in control, the 
Bryneithin site would 
become a site for an 
extra care facility, built 
with the help of the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government and run 


'Don’t let theatre 
become another 
lost landmark...’ 


T HE Llantwit 
Major Strand 
Cinema was 
demolished in 1970 
and could be seen 
as a forecast of how 
Barry’s Theatre 
Royal Cinema 
could be lost forev¬ 
er, due to redevel¬ 
opment or deterio¬ 
ration. 

It is an absolute dis¬ 
grace that this building 
has already stood unused 
for over 18 months. 

Known locally to 
many generations as 
‘The Theatre’, concerns 
should now be raised to 
stop any further decline. 

Over the years, Barry 
has seen the demolition 
of Holton Road’s 
Salvation Army Citadel 
building and Merthyr 
Street’s Dinam Hall, 
after years of little or no 
use - with nothing of 
any merit built in their 
place. 

The fire-damaged 
RAOB club on Broad 
Street remains derelict 
and an eyesore. 

Barry is already a 
highly-populated town, 
with numbers due to rise 
as more and more land 
is taken for residential 


development. This 
comes at a cost, as suit¬ 
able locations for new 
entertainment facilities 
are disappearing. 

The Theatre Royal 
location is conveniently 
sited in a very prominent 
position. 

It is a recognised 
landmark and focal point 
situated at the gateway 
to the Waterfront and 
town centre. 

As no assurance is in 
place in respect of a 
multiplex cinema opera¬ 
tor coming to the town, 
now, more than ever, is 
the time to look at what 
we already have that can 
still be used. 

It is still a much- 
needed community 
venue. 

The year 2010 will 
see the cinema building 
celebrating its centenary. 

It is hoped by all 
concerned within the 
Save Our Cinema 
Association group, that 
it does not become just 
another lost landmark 
consigned to the history 
books.

jointly by the council 
and a housing associa¬ 
tion. There would not be 
this indecent rush to 
shove Bryneithin resi¬ 
dents elsewhere. All 
three parties in the coali¬ 
tion promised that. 

Despite the extraordi¬ 
nary length of the 
Bryneithin report, 
designed, no doubt, to 
put many people off 
reading it, the move of 
the residents seems a 
botched, rushed job 
designed to get rid of 
Bryneithin, fast. 

It contains only a brief 
section on the suitability 
of Ty Dyfan as a home 
for EMI residents. All 
we know is that they will 
each have a room and 
the costs per resident 
will be cheaper than at 
Bryneithin. 

If that is the case, I 
wonder what happens 
when the contract comes 
to an end? Also, is that 
the main criteria for 
dealing with these elder¬ 
ly confused people? 

The fact that Hafod 
Housing has already 
received permission 
from the CSSIW to do 
renovation and extension 
work at Bryneithin, 
makes you realise that 
despite the consultation 
process, this decision to 
close Bryneithin and 
move residents to Ty 
Hafan was never really 
in doubt. 

To get back to ‘What 
are councillors for?”, 
opposition councillors 


have opposed this plan 
in every venue possible, 
public meetings and par¬ 
ticularly the council’s 
scrutiny committees. 
They have won the argu¬ 
ment repeatedly, but lost 
the vote. 

Meanwhile, whatever 
their private feelings 
about the scheme, all 
politicians from the rul¬ 
ing group have sat on 
their hands and voted in 
favour of this scheme. 

At no scrutiny meet¬ 
ing I am aware of, has 
any one of them even 
questioned the validity 
of this scheme, or com¬ 
mented on the large 
number of people who 
wrote to the council with 
their views. 

Not just relatives of 
residents but the medical 
profession, the Older 
People’s Forum, Age 
Concern etc; I believe 
that approximately 96 
per cent of the responses 
were against closure. 

I was always dubious 
about coalitions until I 
became part of one. Yes, 
there were times as 
leader that I became 
frustrated because mem¬ 
bers of other parties and 
my own disagreed with 
things I wanted to do, 
but no-one is infallible. 

Coalitions force you 
to listen to other elected 
members and the people 
who elected you before 
you make far-reaching 
decisions.

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COUNCIL LOOKS FOR 
PRIVATE SECTOR 
PARTNERS TO REVAMP 
LEISURE CENTRES

THE Vale Council 
is looking for a pri¬ 
vate sector partner 
to run its leisure 
centres in Barry, 
P e n a r t h , 
Cowbridge and 
Llantwit Major - 
and to invest in 
improvements. 

Years of subsidising 
council leisure facilities 
has led the council to 
look again at such pro¬ 
posals, and a report pre¬ 
sented to the economy 
and environment scruti¬ 
ny committee last week 
spelled out the council’s 
thinking. 

A whole range of dif¬ 
ferent proposals are 
made for the different 
leisure centres. 

The report said that 


the council intends to 
“Proactively seek a trust 
or private sector partner 
to manage and invest in 
the council’s leisure cen¬ 
tres.” 

The aim then would 
be to “...undertake a 
major upgrade and refur¬ 
bishment of the existing 
leisure centres, including 
‘front-of-house’ facili¬ 
ties, changing, circula¬ 
tion and activity areas.” 

The report then went 
on to specify the devel¬ 
opments that the private 
sector could fund: 

• At Penarth Leisure 
Centre, upgrade the facil¬ 
ity to counter the nega¬ 
tive impact on usage and 
finance of the Cardiff 
Bay development. 

• At Barry Leisure 


Centre, upgrade the facil¬ 
ities and relocate health, 
fitness, and GP referral 
areas to the vacated for¬ 
mer indoor bowls area, 
provide a sessional 
creche and address the 
car parking problems 
experienced by the users 
of the centre during 
weekday work hours. 

• At Llantwit Major, 
retain and refurbish the 
centre, but review the 
provision of the swim¬ 
ming pool, depending on 
the final proposals for, 
and level of community 
use of, the St Athan 
Ministry of Defence 
development. 

Also to ensure that the 
actual cost of Llantwit 
Major school’s use of the 
leisure centre is identi¬ 
fied and dealt with as a 
recharge to the school, or 
a transfer from central 
education budgets. 

• At Cowbridge 
Leisure Centre refurbish 
and upgrade the facility, 
including completion of 
the dance studio and ven¬ 
tilation system. 

A more radical option 
may be the relocation of 
the facility to the new 
school site, although the 
feasibility of this would 
need addressing. 


• At Holm View, trans¬ 
fer the day-to-day man¬ 
agement of the centre to 
the directorate of learn¬ 
ing and development. 

This would need to be 
“caveated by clear 
requirements for general 
daytime and evening 
access by a wide range of 
the community and com¬ 
munity groups for sports 
and leisure activities”, 
and guaranteed times 
within the centre’s pro¬ 
gramme for sports devel¬ 
opment initiatives oper¬ 
ated by leisure services. 

• At Colcot, pursue the 
option of funding a new 
pavilion development 
and closure of the exist¬ 
ing pitch changing facili¬ 
ties. Re-locate the heavy 
weights gym to Holm 
View. 

Focus use of the 
Colcot sports hall on 
bona fide sports clubs 
with specific sports 
development remits. 

• At Jenner Park, 
given the complex mix 
of property, development 
and lease issues,retain 
for its current use but 
undertake a more 
detailed feasibility on the 
future use of the site.

“However, we are still

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NOW ODDS ARE ON VALE’S WASTE 
BEING SHIPPED ELSEWHERE 


THE Vale’s ‘unrecy¬ 
clable’ rubbish 
could well be trans¬ 
ported out of the 
county after plans 
were announced last 
week. 

Five neighbouring 
councils are looking to 
share facilities (and 
the cost) for waste dis¬ 
posal, and the plan 
has been entitled 
‘Project Gwyrdd’. 

Out of a likely total 
of at least five proba¬ 
ble bids to manage the 
project, only one 
involves disposing of 
waste within the 
boundaries of the 
Vale. 

That bid is likely to 
come from Biogen, 
who have already 
been granted a plan¬ 
ning application to 
build a gasification 
waste plant on 
Atlantic Wharf in 
Barry. 

However, there are 
bidders using alterna¬ 
tive sites and alterna¬ 
tive technologies, and 
all of the alternatives 
lie outside the bound¬ 
aries of the Vale. 

Even in the case of 
the Biogen bid, it is 
the GEM’s under¬ 
standing that it would 
be ‘shared’between 
two similar plants - 
the one in Barry and 
one in Newport, with 
both taking waste 
from the five councils. 

The five local 


authorities in the proj¬ 
ect are Caerphilly, 
Cardiff, 

Monmouthshire, 
Newport and the Vale. 
‘Prosiect Gwyrdd’ 
aims to provide a solu¬ 
tion to what to do with 
waste that can’t be 
recycled or composted 
in each area. 

A spokesman for 
the partnership of the 
five councils said: “It 
is recognised that 
around 30-35 per cent 
of waste will be left, 
after recycling and 
composting targets are 
met and a solution has 
to be found to treat 
this remaining waste, 
to minimise the 
amount buried in 
landfill. 

“The project is 
technology neutral 
and will look at all 
technologies that may 
be proposed for the 
contract. The partner¬ 
ship is aware of a 
number of companies 
offering different tech¬ 
nical solutions that are 
interested in this con¬ 
tract”. 

He continued: “All 
bids made will be 
assessed against 
agreed criteria, involv¬ 
ing environmental 
impacts, sustainability, 
service delivery, cost 
and value for money. 

“Options include 
further sorting 
processes, drying and 
shredding waste to 
make a fuel that can 


be burned efficiently 
to generate energy, 
steaming waste at high 
temperatures to recov¬ 
er materials, gasifying 
waste and using the 
gas to efficiently cre¬ 
ate energy, anaerobic 
digestion or a number 
of other efficient 
options to burn waste 
at various tempera¬ 
tures to produce heat 
and electricity.” 

The various bidders 
have already found 
their own sites, with 
two in Cardiff, one in 
Merthyr, the Biogen 
bid which is split 
between Barry and 
Newport, and one 
other site which has 
not yet been 
announced. 

In addition, the 
councils’ partnership 
has put forward three 
sites on public land, 
one in Cardiff and two 
in Newport, and any 
organisation can put a 
bid forward using 
those sites. 

Indeed, there is 
nothing to stop Biogen 
putting together a bid 
using one of the three 
sites on offer. 

Each bidder will be 
allowed to submit a 
maximum of two pro¬ 
posals to be assessed. 
They may be different 
by type of technology, 
site location or size.

which is made up of 
two councillors from 
each authority, said: 
“Everybody produces 
waste and everybody 
needs to continue to 
take responsibility to 
reduce, reuse and 
recycle as much of 
their waste as possible. 

“Wales has 
achieved 41 per cent 
recycling and com¬ 
posting. Each of the 
partner councils con¬ 
tinues to implement 
sustainable strategies 


to maximise recycling 
and composting, opti¬ 
mise waste as a 
resource to achieve the 
70 per cent targets. 

“However a solution 
has to be found for the 
remaining waste.” 

A website has been 
developed on 
www.prosiectgwyrdd.co 
.uk to inform the pub¬ 
lic and key stakehold¬ 
ers of the aims and 
options available. 

Max Wallis of 
Friends of the Earth 


said he was uncon¬ 
vinced by the project 
which he said would 
involve high costs. 

He claimed: “This is 
an attempt to foist 
high cost incineration 
on us, contracting to 
supply houshold waste 
to a private build and 
manage incinerator - 
or equivalent - for 25 
to 30 years. The total 
cost for the five south 
Wales authorities is 
£1,100 million of 
which £220 million 
would come from the 
Vale.” 


A spokesman for 
Prosiect Gwyrdd, 
said: “Prosiect 
Gwyrdd is a technolo¬ 
gy neutral partnership 
to deliver a low car¬ 
bon impact solution to 
waste after recycling 
and composting has 
been maximised in 
each area. 

“The partnership is 
aware of a number of 
companies offering 
different technology 
options that are inter¬ 
ested in this contract. 
They will all be evalu¬ 
ated against the coun¬ 


cils requirements. 

“By working 
together, the partner¬ 
ship will provide value 
for money, costing less 
for each partner than 
working individually.” 

The Vale Council is 
organising road shows 
to give more informa¬ 
tion. The first is in 
Cowbridge Town hall 
Car Park, 10am - 4pm, 
on December 8, and the 
second is in King 
Square Barry, 10am - 
4pm, on January 30.

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‘The Great War' 
book’s record 
of sacrifice 


M R RB DONOVAN of Bridgend, 
whose article on Sidney 
Hayward was featured in The 
GEM on November 26, could find more 
accurate information on the Hayward 
family in The Great War: memorials in 
Cowbridge and Llanblethian. 

Published in November 2008 by Cowbridge 
Record Society, this book is on sale at The 
Cowbridge Bookshop and at Davies’ newsagents. 

It was researched and written as a tribute to 44 
young men who gave their lives for King and 
Country, and who are commemorated on local 
memorials. 

When the memorial in Cowbridge was commis¬ 
sioned in 1920, the Hayward family no longer lived 
in the town and the names of Benjamin and Sidney 
were omitted. 

The war records of the brothers were researched 
by their nephew, Stanley Hayward and as a result 
of his efforts and, with the support of the 
Cowbridge branch of the Royal British Legion, 
Lance-Corporal Sidney Hayward was added to the 
memorial in 2001 to be followed by his brother, 
Stoker Benjamin Hayward in 2008. 

Sidney was not the only Cowbridge man killed 
in action serving with the Royal Welsh Fusiliers. 

Pte William Archer, 2nd RWF, died in the 
Second battle of the Somme in August 1918, and 
Sgt Arthur M Jones, 25th RWF, died in the attack 
on the Hindenburg Line in September 1918. 

More details about these and the other men on 
the memorials are in The Great War.

A Lasting Power of 
Attorney is a legal docu¬ 
ment that enables one 
person to make decisions 
on behalf of another. 

There are two types of 
LPA: financial and wel¬ 
fare. Financial LPAs 
enable a person to act on 
behalf of another if, for 
example, they are ill or 
disabled and cannot act 
for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 
to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 


This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

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THE COEN BROTHERS’ MAN IS A 
(Serious ly) EXCELLENT FILM! 


T HE Coen 

brothers may 
have struck 
Oscar gold with No 
Country For Old 
Men , but since their 
night of golden stat¬ 
ues they have done 
their best to subvert 
the expectations 
foisted upon them. 

Their follow-up to No 
Country..., Burn After 
Reading, was an under¬ 
whelming return to the 
oddball likes of O 
Brother, Where Art 
Thou? and The 
Hudsucker Proxy, stead¬ 
fastly refusing to adapt 
their style for a more 
commercial gain. 

Their latest film is 
another step in a subver¬ 
sive direction, and is 
entitled A Serious Man. 

It tells the story of 
Larry Gopnik (Michael 
Stuhlbarg), a professor 
whose life begins to 
unravel at an alarming 
pace - his wife wants a 
divorce, his children are 
causing havoc and his 
brother, who is living 
with the family, spends 
the majority of his time 
draining the fluid from a 
cyst on his back. 

With things not quite 
going to plan, Larry 
seeks advice from three 
rabbis - but will their 
advice be of any benefit, 
or will it all become too 
much for him...? 

Following the release 


of No Country For Old 
Men, there were, no 
doubt, a large number of 
filmgoers who suddenly 
‘got’ the Coen brothers’ 
appeal. 

Certainly, the main¬ 
stream did - the gold 
baubles and praise that 
adorned the film almost 
anathema to the Coens’ 
low key attitude and 
approach. 

These latecomers to 
the Coen altar, however, 
may be retreating for the 
door - come the closing 
credits of A Serious 
Man, a film that, while 
excellent and resolutely 
Coen-esque, will have 
the less hardcore of their 
fan base questioning just 
what it is that they have 
just watched. 

It is most definitely 
the brothers most per¬ 
sonal, and Jewish, film 
to date, taking inspira¬ 
tion from their child¬ 
hood, but there is little 
in the way of over¬ 
wrought nostalgia on 
show. 

Instead, what on the 
surface appears to be a 
film about a man suffer¬ 
ing a crisis of sorts, 
degenerates at the end 
into a piece of work that 
seems to be about every¬ 
thing and nothing. 

The brothers tease 
you with story strands 
that lie conspicuously 
unresolved and charac¬ 
ters that pop up and 
leave before you even 
have chance to take 
them in and see how 


they relate to the story. 

In short, it is the 
brothers at their most 
oblique and idiosyncrat¬ 
ic, but it is also one of 
their best pieces of 
work. 

Quite what it is trying 
to say is unclear, as the 
brothers appear to be 
paying lip service to 
those who are prepared 
to look too deeply into 
their films to find hidden 
meaning. 

However, there are 
elements of much of 
their previous works on 
show here, the fantasy 
sequences reminiscent of 
The Big Lebowski - 
while the slowly mean¬ 
dering plot feels like The 
Man Who Wasn’t There 
minus the aliens. 

This is a film that 
most definitely stands on 
its own, however, and 
finds great comedy from 
the situations Larry and 
the family find them¬ 
selves in - without being 
too gregarious about it. 
There is a subtlety and 
offbeat feel to the 
laughs, playing as if a 
preface to climax that 
will get seriously dark, 
yet it doesn’t. 

In fact, the film’s cli¬ 
mactic shot is hugely apt 
for the film as a whole, 
acting as a teasing open 
ending, yet also alluding 
to the snapshot nature of 
the film. We learn so lit¬ 
tle about the back¬ 
grounds of these charac¬ 
ters in its 105 minutes, 
that it acts more as a 


segment of their lives, 
rather than giving us the 
rounded characters you 
would expect. 

However, the broth¬ 
ers’ eye for character 
and performance, as well 
as the stark visuals that 
lend the film its woozy 
air, are spot on as ever. 

In the lead role, 
Michael Stuhlbarg is the 
quintessential Coens 
everyman, yet delivers a 
performance that is so 
wonderfully underplayed 
as to never feel too 
unnatural. 

His constant conster¬ 
nation and stress at the 
situations he finds him¬ 
self in as a result of oth¬ 
ers, could have been 
portrayed in the angriest 
of terms, but instead, 
Stuhlbarg channels the 
rage under the surface - 
every so often pricking 
the skin of Larry. 

Superb turns from the 
likes of Richard Kind 
(about the only recognis¬ 
able member of the 
cast), Sari Lennick and 
Fred Melamed in a nice¬ 
ly comic turn, to name 
but three, give the film 
acting nous as well as 
the pedigree afforded it 
by its creators. 

While some will point 
to the somewhat offbeat 
nature of A Serious Man 
and the fact that it is 
both thoroughly tradi¬ 
tional yet uniquely odd 
all at the same time, it is 
fair to say that these 
aren’t facets that make 
for a negative, particu-

larly in the world of 
Coen. 

While it generates 
more questions than 
answers and leaves you 
hanging for some kind 
of resolution, the film is 
that rarest of beasts in 
today’s cinema - an 
intelligent movie that 
leaves you thinking once 
it has left the screen - 
and for that it can’t be 
praised highly enough. 

VERDICT - One of 
their most impressive 
works to date, A Serious 
Man is a fine piece of 
filmmaking from the 
brothers Coen. 

It is a film that seems 
to say both everything 
and nothing, feeling like 
a personal project for the 
film makers, but it is 
certainly a truly excel¬ 
lent slice of cinema. 
Highly recommended.

Since then, the advent 
of digital photography 
has made all things pos¬ 
sible - the camera still 
cannot lie - but the possi¬ 
bilities for manipulating 
images after the picture 
has been taken are end¬ 
less. 

At the November 
meeting, PIPS members 
were treated to a ‘Master¬ 
class’ in image manipula¬ 
tion by a true craftsman, 


Dave Russell. A profes¬ 
sional ‘image educator’, 
Dave’s enthusiasm and 
obvious love of sharing 
his knowledge with oth¬ 
ers made for a very 
enjoyable evening. 

His demonstration, 
which was all digital pro¬ 
jection, clearly showed 
how Photoshop can be 
used, not only to ‘tweak’ 
images to tidy them up, 
but also to take image 
manipulation much fur¬ 
ther - as far, in fact, as 
your imagination can go!

The regions too are 
responsible for the 
state of Welsh play

I F one of the key objectives of the 
autumn internationals was to 
ascertain if the gap between the 
two hemispheres really has narrowed, 
the home nations, with the possible 
exception of Ireland, will be disap¬ 
pointed, as the results were patchy and 
at best inconclusive. 

The battling Irish have some cause for 
satisfaction from typically robust displays, 
culminating in Saturday’s 15-10 win over 
weary world champions, South Africa; 
while Scotland edged out Australia, but 
were then in turn stymied by Argentina - 
who were unlucky to be once-mighty 
England’s sole autumn scalp. 

What, though, of Wales? The 2008 
Grand Slam champions may have slipped 
back somewhat since those heady early 
days of the Gatland-Edwards regime, yet 
they still provided a large percentage of 
the British & Irish Lions squad who ran 
the world champions so close in South 
Africa last summer, and were hoping to 
claim three big southern hemisphere 
scalps out of four on home soil. 

In the event, they were easily contained 
by Graham Henry’s All Blacks, narrowly 
defeated Samoa, and had Shane Williams 
to thank for punishing error-ridden 
Argentina, before their own endemic flaws 
were finally exposed by a rampant 
Australia, who ran in four tries in the 33- 
12 rout at the Millennium Stadium on 
Saturday. 

True, the Welsh squad had been cruelly 
hit by injuries to key players - and then 
on the eve of the match they lost their 
main ball-carrier, inspirational skipper 
Ryan Jones; before Lady Luck glowered 
again - with Shane Williams, Matthew 
Rees and Leigh Halfpenny all departing 
the field of play with injuries. 

It is doubtful, though, if the result 
would have been any different had they 
remained, for the previously misfiring 
Australians came to Cardiff determined to 
vent all the frustrations of their short tour 
on hapless Wales. 

They had a single-minded mission to 
stifle and destroy, signalling their inten¬ 
tion at the very first scrum, and finally 
exposing the Welsh Achilles heel, the lack 
of a specialist tight head, in the absence 
of the near-irreplaceable Adam Jones. 

They then proceeded to contain and 
then systematically dismantle Wales in 
every aspect of play, without ever really 
being extended, smoothly running in their 
four tries, while comfortably defending 


their own line and limiting the home team 
to just four successful penalties. 

Once again, the Welsh game plan 
foundered on the all too familiar pattern 
of often unforced basic errors. 

Last week, I wrote that ‘consistency , 
control, and precision continue to be three 
elusive targets...’ and these fundamental 
requirements for success were again woe¬ 
fully absent against the Wallabies. 

As the Wales camp ruefully reflect on 
the lessons they have been taught by two 
of the three southern hemisphere giants, it 
can only be hoped that these will be 
absorbed and applied in the Six Nations, 
as the Rugby World Cup looms ever larg¬ 
er on the horizon. 

In this respect, though, their destiny is 
not entirely in the hands of the national 
team coaches, as the responsibility for the 
standard of Welsh play surely has to be 
shared by the next tier down - the four 
Welsh regions, whose lack of ‘ consistency, 
control and precision ’ (never mind individ¬ 
ual skill levels and creativity) is reflected 
in their continuing lack of success on the 
big stage. 

Perhaps instead of constant off-field 
moaning over levels of WRU funding, and 
player-release issues, the regions’ leaders 
should sit down with the national coach¬ 
ing team and commit to a coordinated 
master-plan - agree on-field objectives, 
and finally move the erratic displays, at 
both regional and national level, out of the 
Welsh propensity for rugby’s equivalent of 
‘boom and bust’. 

Then the kind of public humbling seen 
on Saturday (and even more devastatingly 
at the hands of lowly Fiji during the last 
World Cup) could truly become a thing of 
the past. 

What a great reward that would be for 
the legions of paying fans who loyally pack 
the Millennium Stadium each and every 
time Wales play!
